Shiny, newly waxed floors that have been fairly untraveled for a few months are 
gradually filling with parents, students, faculty, and staff members. Most faces are 
friendly, blank, or expectant. Students know which class to attend first period, 
except for about fifty students in the cafeteria who do not have a schedule yet. 
The bells ring, but not methodically because the schedule has not been entered 
into the computer system. Students cringe at the thought of a seven period day, 
even though for most people there are the same number of academic classes and a 
RISE class, or study hall during third period. 


Students such as Jay Clarke, Carlton Woodis, Jason Wells, Richard Deberry, 
Vernard Hinton, and Jason Williams who formally attended Manor High School 
and Mavis Gaskins, Erica Webb, Shawn Branch, Beth Jordan, Steven Matousek, 
and Hannah Dancy who attended the former Wilson High School (which was 
renamed Hunt-Mapp and converted into a middle school) wonder what I. C. 
Norcom students and teachers will be like. They gradually become familiar with 
the layout of the school - the fact that the library is on the second floor and the 
fact that their lockers may or may not be near any of their classes. They recognize 
a few teachers like Mrs. Peters, Mrs. Batchelor, Mrs. Baker, Mrs. Hall, Mrs. 
Bathe, Mrs. DeChabert; and some of the students have made some friends through 
the band , cheering, or football, all of which started before school. Students who 
are part of the new Magnet program and students in “X” and Honors classes wait 
expectantly to hear when their projects will be collected. Between classes, students 
share the latest gossip and converse about the latest styles, teachers, tough classes, 
and funny experiences. 


Teachers exchange information about bell schedules, assembly schedules, RISE 
procedures, and classroom rules and regulations. Mr. Gordon and Mrs. Bell 
explain to their third period students that yes, SAT Prep is considered a class and 
no, students cannot attend other functions or see any other teacher during third 
period. Mrs. Sheehan, Coach Holloway, Mrs. Short, and Coach Langston explain 
to their ninth and tenth graders that they will have to dress out for gym. Other 
teachers explain lockout procedures to their students, while students reminisce 
about previous lockouts and vow to make it to class on time. Mr. Sykes and Ms. 
Martin, administrators that are new to Norcom, scope the hallways and escort 
students to classes. Dr. Jeter and Mr. Gibson pass out the student handbooks and 
give orientation. 


It’s about time for people to get on the ball. It’s about time for the students 
from all over Portsmouth to pull together as one body here at I.C. Norcom.

Students at Norcom find interesting 
things to do during their spare time.

The school is named for the principal 
of the former High Street School, Mr. Is- 
rael Charles Norcom, Sr., who grew up in 
North Carolina, matriculated at Yale Uni- 
versity, Hampton Institute, and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. The city’s first high 
school for African Americans was named 
after Norcom.

No 
one steps on the “‘heart” of the school. Stu- 
dents walk around it and ask visitors to 
walk around it also.

The alumni association and the parent or- 
ganizations are very active in raising mon- 
ey for student needs and in providing the 
community support that the school needs. 


In addition to having school spirit, Grey- 
hounds are also very active in sports and 
other extra-curricular activities.

At I. C. Norcom High School, Aca- 
demics plays a major role in the curric- 
ulum of the students. From Geometry 
to Chemistry to Drama — each class is 
considered as important as the next. The 
students work hard and the teachers give 
them as much support as possible, all in 
the hopes of achieving success. There 
are many programs at I.C. Norcom to 
help students achieve the success they 
desire. One such program is the Magnet 
Program. 


The Magnet Program, as described in 
the overview, is “designed to prepare 
students for the most rigorous math- 
matics, science and technology courses 
offered at universities and colleges.”

Also, the Magnet students do things that 
the other students do not do, like visit 
the Eastern Virginia Medical Center and 
Old Dominion University and interdis- 
ciplinary projects.
